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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

These  remain  the  same  as  set  out  in  previous  Rejx)rts,  and  1 
need  only  refer  to  one — 

The  Evesham  Sanatorium. 

This  serves  as  joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  three  Districts — 
Evesham  Borough, 

Evesham  Rural  District,  and 
Pershore  Rural  District. 

It  would  be  well  if  the  contemplated  extensions  of  this 
institution  were  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible. 

Within  the  existing  accommodation  it  is  only  convenient  to 
receive  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

Provision  for  isolation,  care  and  treatment  of  patients  stricken 
with  the  less  frequent  diseases.  Enteric  and  Para-typhoid  Fever, 
Poliomyelitis,  Encephalitis  and  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  is 
required. 

For  the  present,  cases  of  these  diseases  are  sent,  when  it  is 
necessary,  to  Worcester  City  Fever  Flospital  under  arrangements 
made  between  the  three  Authorities  concerned  and  the  Worcester 
Corporation. 

This  may  not  always  be  convenient. 

At  the  Evesham  Sanatorium  there  are  also  needed  isolation 
cubicles  where  cases  of  doubtful  diagnosis  may  be  received  for 
observation. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  winter  rainfall  was  low  and  there  was  shortage  again. 
The  use  of  water  had  to  be  restricted,  ajid  the  supply  was  cut  off 
at  night  from  May  14th  to  June  2nd,  and  again  from  June  i8th  to 
November  28th. 

Also,  from  July  27th  to  November  28th,  the  supply  was  aug- 
mented from  other  sources — -the  Evesham  Rural  District  Council’s 
supply  and  from  springs  at  Middle  Hill. 

It  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  the  increased  supply  you  have  so 
long  sought  may  soon  be  obtained.  It  is  badly  needed. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Mr.  Abbott,  in  his  Report  which  is  appended,  again  draws 
attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  Disposal  Works. 

With  the  continued  growth  of  the  Borough  the  increased 
volume  of  sewage  to  be  treated  will  become  even  greater  as  time 
goes  on. 

The  Scheme  devised  by  your  Consulting  Engineer,  Mr.  A.  H. 
S.  Waters,  has  had  your  general  approval,  except  for  some  question 
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raised  as  to  the  exact  position  of  the  new  works.  This  question 
should  be  decided  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  site  proposed  by  Mr.  Waters  may  be  relied  upon  as  quite 
suitable;  but  if  there  is  any  strong  desire  that  the  Works  should  be 
placed  further  away  from  the  town,  it  would  be  well  to  determine 
without  delay  what  additional  cost  this  would  entail,  and  to 
consider  what  advantage,  if  any,  might  be  gained. 

Camping  Sites. 

d’here  arc  four  Camping  Sites  within  the  confines  of  the 
Borough.  All  of  these  have  been  licensed  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

At  one  of  them  good  lavatories  with  wash  hand  basins  and 
w.c.’s  have  been  provided.  At  the  others  the  ordinary  methods  of 
camp  sanitation  are  adopted. 

Some  coinplaints  were  received  of  occasional  rowdyism  and 
noise  at  night,  otherwise  no  nuisance  was  caused. 

It  is  in  August  that  the  camps  are  most  frequented,  especially 
in  the  first  half  of  the  month.  The  maximum  number  occupying 
the  four  camps  then  was  approximately  750. 

Swimming  B.\tiis. 

The  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  worked  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  season.  Samples  of  water  were  taken  every  fourteen 
days  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  reports  received  ujxin 
them  were  always  good. 

Eradic.ation  of  Bed  Bugs. 

This  year  no  bugs  were  found  in  any  of  your  Council  Houses. 

One  other  house  in  which  these  pests  were  found  was  treated 
■sTiccessfully  with  Zaldecide  and  Cumex  fumigators. 

During  the  year  39  families  were  removed  from  condemned 
houses  to  the  new  houses  built  for  them  at  Fairfield. 

When  the  pre.sencc  of  bugs  was  known,  or  strongly  suspected, 
in  any  of  the  houses  evacuated  the  bedding  was  in  all  cases 
destroyed,  as  also  any  furniture  incapable  of  reliable  disinfestation, 
such  as  old  bedding,  sofas'  and  padded  chairs,  and  new  bedding 
and  furniture  siqiplied  free  of  cost  to  the  tenants. 

The  cost  of  these  replaeemcnts  will  be  money  well  spent  to 
avoid  greater  cxfiense  in  the  future.  Your  decision  to  adopt  this 
pt)licy  is  both  wi,se  and  just.  As  you  know  from  the  experience  of 
a few  cases  in  the  past,  it  is  difficult  and  very  costly  to  disinfest  a 
house  : it  is  much  cheaper  to  spend  money  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  bugs  into  your  new  Council  Houses  than  to  eliminate 
them  once  they  have  invaded.  It  would  be  a hardship  to  many  ol 
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the  tcnnnts  removed,  and  impossible  to  some,  to  replace  the  articles 
at  their  own  cost. 

From  August  onwards  monthly  inspections  were  made  of  the 
houses  at  Fairfield  for  the  presence  of  vermin  and  advice  given  to 
the  tenants  and  where  necessary  admonition  as  to  household 
cleanliness. 


FfousiNG. 

Mr.  Abbott,  in  his  Report,  givc.s  a detailed  account  of  housing 
matters  in  a table  he  includes. 

This  shows  that  13  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise 
during  the  year. 

The  36  houses  and  12  flats  you  erected  to  rehouse  tenants  from 
condemned  houses  are  now  all  occupied. 

It  was  not  possible  in  addition  to  these  to  build  any  during 
the  year  under  the  1936  Act  to  relieve  overcrowding. 

The  number  of  overcrowded  dwellings  in  the  Borough  is  a 
little  over  twenty. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  duties  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928, 
are  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Sanitary 
Inspectors  can  also  take  samples  under  the  Acts. 

All  dairies  and  slaughterhouses  are  under  the  supervision  of 
your  Sanitary  Inspector,  by  whom  they  are  visited  periodically. 

Milk. 

Examination  of  samples  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  taken 
by  Mr.  Abbott,  and  by  the  County  Milk  Sampling  Officer,  showed 
that  all  the  milk  sold  as  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” complied  fully  with 
the  prescribed  conditions. 

The  samples  of  “Accredited  Milk  ” also  were  generally  quite 
satisfactory,  but  occasionally  an  isolated  sample  fell  short  of  the 
proper  standard. 

Tests  of  one  of  the  “ Pasteurised  ” milks  sold  gave  uneven 
results : the  bacterial  count  varied  and  sometimes  the  Phosphatase 
Test  indicated  that  the  proper  conditions  for  Pasteurisation  as 
regards  limits  of  temperature,  etc.,  had  not  been  maintained. 

The  proprietor  was  warned  that  his  Pasteurising  plant  was  not 
satisfactory,  and  that  he  should  replace  it  by  one  with  self  registering 
temperature  recording  charts  without  which  it  is  almost  imjxissible 
to  regulate  the  process  accurately  and  obtain  uniformly  satisfactory 
results.  He  has  now  discarded  his  old  plant.

noticed  that  the  Scarlet  Fever  except  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  occurred  only  in  scattered  cases.  Of  the  8 cases 
in  the  last  quarter,  4 were  at  Hampton  and  4 in  Evesham. 

Of  the  5 Diphtheria  cases  4 were  of  children  attending 
Hampton  School,  the  other  case  being  that  of  an  adult  in  Evesham. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  one  in  June  and  the 
other  in  August.  One  of  the  patients  was  removed  to  Hospital  and 
Ixith  made  good  recoveries. 


ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  single  case  notified  occurred  in  November.  The  symptoms 
were  not  very  severe  and  the  patient  was  treated  successfully  at 
home. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

One  case  was  notified  in  June  and  the  patient  made  a gcxid 
recovery  without  any  impairment  of  vision. 
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PNEUMONIA. 

Two  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year,  and 
1 1 deaths  due  to  this  disease  were  registered. 

Not  all  cases  of  Pneumonia  are  notified,  only  some  types  being 
notifiable.

KEPOR'r  Oi'  SANri  ARY  INSI’ECTOR  FOR  YEAR,  1938. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  C'ouncillor  Nightincjale  and  CJentlemen, 

1 beg  10  present  my  Annual  Report  of  Sanitary  work  for  the 
year  1938  as  follows : 

1 . In fectious  Diseases  : 

Fifty-two  cases  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  were 
reported  which  included  fourteen  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  five 
of  Diphtheria.  These  nineteen  cases  were  removed  to  and 
treated  at  the  Sanatorium.  The  houses  whence  the  persons 
were  removed  were  fumigated  with  formalin  vapour. 

The  old  “ Wolseley  ” Ambulance  was  replaced  by  a new 
Motor  Ambulance. 

A new  boiler  was  installed  for  the  Steam  Disinfector. 

2.  Supplies,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Mill{  Shops : 

Most  of  the  milk  purveyed  in  the  town  was  produced  in 
the  adjoining  rural  districts. 

A number  of  Milk  Samples  were  collected  and  tested  by 
the  County  Analyst  and  Bacteriologist. 

A new  dairy  with  up-to-date  plant  was  installed  by  a 
Purveyor  for  the  pasteurisation  of  milk  and  sterilisation  of 
milk  utensils. 

Milk  Shops  on  the  whole  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  still  remain  two  cowsheds  which  need  reconstruction 
to  bring  them  up  to  satisfactory  standard. 

3.  Meat  Inspection,  Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughter  Houses: 

Regular  inspections  of  Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughter 
Mouses  were  made. 

The  report  indicates  that  some  twenty-three  tons  of  carcases 
of  animals,  meat  and  offal  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  which  were  voluntarily  surrendered  and 
destroyed. 

4.  Common  Lodging  Houses: 

There  are  four  Common  Lodging  Hou.scs  which  were 
periodically  inspected. 

Two  notices  were  served  to  abate  nuisances. 
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5-  Factories  and  Workjhops  : 

The  condition  of  these  premises  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

6.  House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal : 

The  house  refuse  was  collected  regularly  and  disposed  of 
in  the  Destructor  at  the  CJasworks  and  at  the  tips  at  Badsey 
Lane  and  Peewit  Lane. 

7.  Waterworks  and  Water  Supplies  : 

New  water  mains  were  laid  to  private  building  develop- 
ment at  “ Lichfield  Avenue,”  King’s  Road,  and  to  the 
Town  Council’s  Housing  Scheme  at  Fairfield,  Hampton. 

In  the  summer  of  this  year  trial  constructional  works  were 
carried  out  at  Pinnock  with  the  object  of  seeking  water  in 
an  undefined  channel  which  proved  successful.  A scheme  to 
collect  this  water  was  prepared  by  Mr.  A.  H.  S.  Waters, 
Consulting  Engineer,  Birmingham,  and  forwarded  with  all 
necessary  estimates  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  hoped 
that  during  the  coming  year  the  Ministry  will  approve  the 
Scheme  and  sanction  a loan  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out. 

Samples  of  the  town  water  were  taken  periodieally  and 
subjected  to  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 
The  results  in  every  case  proved  that  the  water  was  of  the 
usual  good  quality  and  fit  for  drinking. 

8.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 

Extensions  were  made  to  the  Sewerage  system  to  connect 
up  private  building  development  in  Worcester  Road  and 
the  Council  s building  estate  at  Fairfield  Hampton. 

I mentioned  in  my  report  for  1937  that  the  necessary  draw- 
ings for  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  to  be  put  in  hand. 
A site  for  the  Works  has  been  seleeted  by  Mr.  A.  H.  S. 
Waters,  Consulting  Engineer,  but  the  Council  have  not  yet 
approved  of  the  same.  The  scheme  should  be  proceeded 
with  in  the  near  future,  as  the  present  Works  are  entirely 
unsuitable  and  inadequate  for  dealing  with  the  volume  of 
the  town’s  sewage. 

9.  Smo\e  Abatement : 

Three  cases  were  reported,  not  of  a serious  nature,  there- 
fore no  steps  were  taken  against  the  offenders. 

to.  Slum  Clearance : 

A Housing  Scheme  at  Fairfield,  Hampton,  comprising 
thirty-six  3-bedroom  houses  and  twelve  2-bedroom  flats  were 
completed  during  the  year. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  forty-five 


houses  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation. 

I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  C>)mmittee,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  other  officials  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  given  to  me  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  my 
Sanitary  Department.
